This would be a natural result if 
they knew that an adequate market 
rwaited the results of their work and 
study. 
If these facilities are fur­ 
nished our young people, and if the 
isolation and loneliness of farra life 
can be obviated, 
it will go a 
long 
way 
towards the development

happy and useful younger citizens 
in our rural communities.

The

I successful­ 
ly operated a six-thousand-acre ranch 
in Bosque County, Texas, for three 
years with no other experience than 
that gained through the Agricultural 
College of Texas, and at the present 
time I am operating a twenty-four 
thousand-acre community farm with 
more than twenty satisfied tenants 
at Marshall, Tbxas. 
Here we have 
the 
help of commodity marketing 
such as cotton, potatoes, etc., and 
with a local market our problems 
would be solved. 
I believe that any 
other woman can do the ame thing, 
and that if the widows of America 
would make use of the Farm Bureaus 
or our States in regard to the mar­ 
keting, as well as the extension de­ 
partments of our state schools in 
raising the crops, the land sharks 
would not own the land in a few 
years, as ton often ! appens today. 
Within the last few years, approxi­ 
mately one hundred ann fifty thous­ 
and farm ers from eight ,f o a r South­ 
ern 
States, have banded 
together 
in the American Cotton Growers’ E x ­ 
change*, and !ia c signed contracts 
to dispose of ab their cotton raised 
during th*3 next five years through 
this association. 
This iv ans a revo­ 
lution in cotton m arketing through­ 
out the South. 
F o r the fir>t tim* , 
the 
farm er ha 
tom ething to say 
about the price- 
received for 
hi 
cotton, for he now controls an annual 
output, of two and one-half billion 
bales, through membership in this 
association. 
Now the question before 
us is: 
What is this going to mean to *he 
women and children of the one h u n ­ 
dred and fifty thousand homes a f ­ 
fected thereby? 
Of ti e 'two .million \vi»iipn and 
children who work in the fields and on 
the farm 
in the ' Tnifed States, a 
million and i half labor u n d w the 
scorching heat of the southern sun 
in the cotton states. 
Co-operative 
cotton marketing means higher and 
more established prices for cotton, 
arid a consequent emancipation from 
this grinding toil. 
It means a year 
round income for the farm home, for, 
under the new system, cotton will 
be marketed according to demand, 
not dumped onto the consumer all at 
once, with the subsequent slump in 
prices.

And W hat it has Done for. Rural Women and Children 


There is no more vital issue be­ 
fore the clubwomen of today, or one 
which more 
losely touches the daily 
life of the entire family than local 
cooperative marketing. 
The common ground on which con­ 
sumer and producer can meet has 
come to be a much discussed ques­ 
tion. not only among country women, 
but with those of the city as well. 
Each is helpless w ithout the other. 
r he firm*3*’ 
own th 
land: they til! 
t, watch 
o er it, and g a rn e r the 
■ reps. 
It i 
then 
occupation, end 
when fhe y ear’s work is over, it has 
goo® for naught ttn’ess they find a 
m arke’ for their wares. 
The con­ 
sumers, on the other hand, are the 
custodians of the city property and 
’t is for them to make the fir. t move 
towards establishing cooperative m a r­ 
kets. 
Every woman who lives in the fity 
;s anxious to provide the hest avail­ 
able food for her table at the least 
possible cost. 
Th*3 entire standard 
of living has been raised, and one 
of the things city women have come 
to demand is fresh, wholesome food 
of sufficient variety. 
Higher standards have al o been 
set for the country woman, but she 
is powerless to improve her condi­ 
tion unless she can sell the products 
that she has raised. 
No other woman 
in the world is so much in need of 
financial independence and greater 
freedom 
from 
drudgery 
as 
the 
woman in the country. 
And no other 
woman has so little opportunity, un­ 
der present condition?, to earn money 
to provide for herself and her child­ 
ren. 
The need of an adequate m arket­ 
ing system which will benefit pro­ 
ducer and consumer alike, was never 
g re a te r than 
at the present time. 
No longer has the housewife of the 
city t ’me to remain at home all da> 
in order to buy at the door. 
To be 
available to the modern woman, a 
market must be open throughout th*- 
day that she may go as her time per 
nuts and inspect the produce. 
This 
is not only true of the larger city, 
but of the towns and villages as 
well.

What is the first step? 
Obviously 
it 
is first necessary to enlist 
the 
cooperation of the city government 
in 
providing space. 
This secured, 
ad e q u a ’*1 housing fa* iiiti**s should be 
provided where the farmer can dis­ 
play his goods. 
7’he 
market 
place should 
be 
in 
t. e form of a 
quare erected on a 
va ant lot or o'her sulfa de and cen-. 
*ra’ly located p ’ace. 
The structure 
should have a 
concrete floor and 
a tin or other w aterproof roof. 
The 
sides should be left open to admit 
air but should he well s< reenrd with 
plenty of doors. 
Most cities employ 
a market master who assists farmers 
in the disposition of their wares. 
A nominal foe usually twenty-five 
cents, is charg I for the use of the 
tables which should be about three 
by six feet and placed far enough 
ap a rt so that the aisles will not be­ 
come i ongested. 
This 'e*3 goes to­ 
wards defraying the expense of the 
market roaster. 
The farm er drives 
into the city in the early morning, 
unloads his produce from the wagon 
or truck and places it, attractively 
displayed, on the table. 
Everything, 
of course, must he clean and sani­ 
tary, that the housewife who comes 
to buy may make selections from the 


very best. 
At the end of the market day, what 
is left of the fruits and vegetables 
can be sold out cheaply, either to 
individuals, hucksters, or the mer­ 
chants, or can be carried back to he 
used for home consumption. 
Every­ 
thing that the woman on the farm 
produces— flowers, 
chickens, 
fruit?, 
vegetables, butter, eggs, milk, pre­ 
serves, cheese, pickles, jellies, etc., 
can be disposed of in this way, once 
the demand is created. 
What Clubwoman Have Accomplished 
Clubwomen 
in 
Atlanta, Georgia, 
realizing the necessity for a better 
market for the things produced by 
the* women on the farms agreed to 
meet the country women at the curb 
on a specified day, and buy from 
them there. 
On the first day, the 
farm women were so hesitant that 
only a few’ of them were present 
with their pioduee, while 600 women 
of the city waited to buy, but on 
the following market day, many more 
farm women came to sell. 
Before 
the recent election, the women of 
tha? city wanted to have the ques­ 
tion of a municipal m arket put to 
popular vote, but the men decided 
to make a permanent m arketing place 
a part of their own platform.

The clubwomen of Memphis, Ten­ 
n e sse e ,‘induced the city officials to 
build an adequate marketing place 
for the use of the farm women at 
an outlay of approximately $150,COO, 
and 
many 
other 
cmmunities 
are 
awakening to the tremendous need 
of such facilities, not only in the 
large cities, hut in the smaller towns 
as well. 
What is the effect of the com- 
Triunity market upon the farm women 
and children, and what can be done 
through such agencies to overcome 
the difficulties of life on the far'33’* 
The farm woman’s day is a long 
one at best, and she is practically 
limited to the produce which 
she 
raise* 
from her garden, 
chickens, 
and cows, for any money which she 
can really call her own. 
If she can 
turn her produce into money, with 
that money she can equip her house 
with screened porches and modem 
labor-saving devices, install a water 
system and electricity, buy books and 
pictures and musical instruments for 
the home, and can give her children 
many ape* tai educational advantages 
wrhieh would otherwise he beyond ber 
reach. 
She, herself, in the time thus saved 
from household drudgery, can plan 
her own and her children’s clothes, 
furnish the home more attractively, 
find time to read and improve her 
mind, to enjoy wholesome recreation, 
and to take a more intelligent inter­ 
est in her husband’s problems. 
She 
will 
also mingle 
more with 
other 
women of her community, and take 
her share of civic responsibilities. 
So much for the woman, but what 
tan b eal cooperative m arketing do 
for our boys and girls? 
Never have 
there been g re a te r opportunities be­ 
fore th* youth of our rural disti cts 
than there are today. 
With the ex- 
t en-don departm ents of the agricul­ 
tural colleges to cooperate and to 
instruct, 
with 
great et 
marketing 
facilefi 
than ever before, made pos- 
sible by the American Farm Bureau 
\anociation, with a num ber of our 
states not producing enough of many 
products even fo r home consumption, 
and with the gradual tendency to­ 
wards 
cutting 
up 
the 
land 
into 
smaller farms, which means an in­ 
creased population and increased con­ 
sumption of foodstuffs in many com­ 
munities, farm life i« becoming con-
